57NK sympathizes with the ex-head of the 
Police Department, although it does not 
regret that he has been compelled to 
vacate a position which,-as it has been 
conducted during the past year or two, 
was worse than useless. 
If Oakland 


was as large as Boston, and could sup- 
port a figure-head, we do not know of 
any one whom we would prefer to Cap- 
tain Tarbett for the position.

that in debate h« was quite able to cope 
with the excused-from-voting Xox. Ev- 
crson knew he was right, however, and 
that makes a vast difference. But if 
there was anything further wanted on 
that occasion, Mr. Mason supplied it in 
a timely manner.

VIENNA EXPOSITION RETUBNB. 
I 


Jackson S. Schultz, the successor of 


Gen. Van Bureu, as Chief Commissioner 
at Vienna last year, 1ms received through 
Secretary Fish from the Austrian gov- 
ernment, 11 caso of five large niedals as 
specimens of those intended for Ameri- 
can exhibitors at Vienna. 
Nothing has 


beeii heard of the balance of the "pre- 
miums,'' but it is presumed they will be 
forthcoming in due time according to tlie. 
slow but sure-style of "effete monarch- 
ies" in general. Mr. Schultxe, however, 
is anxious 
for further 
information, 


and writes Mr. Fish on the subject. 


Tho following paragraph shows that 


the "Vienna Scandal" results in muncy 
ahead. The real scandal rested on the 
American people generally, instead of 
any part of tlie Commission. American 
mechanic arts were eleverlj- repres- 
ented, bnt as ft whole the American de- 
partment was a shabby affair: 


"The work of winding up the affairs 


of the Commission lias progressed very 
satisfactorily. 
The large quantities of 


wares of all descriptions' sent to Vienna 
by American exhibitors have 
been 


brought back in safety, and hundreds of 
thousands of dollars worth of tlie arti- 
cles are now snugly stored in New York. 
The only article missing was a piano 
valued at about S2"iO, tho property of an 
American exhibitor, and this lias just 
been recovered at Trieste, and will lie 
sent on to this city immediately. AVoi'lcs 
of art of fnbuloub vahic, <ind wart's and 
fabrics of ilio most delicate description 
have been transmitted from Vienna to 
New York without having sustained the 
slightest injury, and the success of the 
nrraugeuieut reflect much credit on the 
Commissioners. Tho losses on the vast 
amount of property transported on the 
responsibility of theComiiiissioner, Mr. 
Sennit?, states will not exceed the incre- 
dulously trilling sum of $MOt-. About 
S45,W)U of the appropriation still re- 
main undisposed of, and should the 
awards be received from Vienna, the en- 
tire business of tlio Commission could 
be closed within thirty days.

fancy values, but in accordance •with its 
real worth, estimated iu a common- 
sense business-like way." If this be 
true, tlieu the State and county have 
been defrauded by the Township Asses- 
sor. 
There is a difference of £5,909,117 


between the two assessments—the city 
assessment being the greater by that 
amount. The Township Assessor's vahv 
atiou is nearer correct because he was 
not governed by the amount of revenue 
necessary to be raised. 
It has hereto- 


fore beeii a custom in this municipality 
iu assessing property 
to produce a 


revenue 
for 
city purposes to in- 


crease the valuation rather than the 
rates of taxation. By this sharp finan- 
cial j^ffictice the burden is thrown upon 
the small property owners. Their little, 
improved places are assessed at almost 
their market value, while the spacious 


rounds of the wealthy are generally 


rated at about cue-third their actual 
value. Had the city government been 
properly administered during the past 
year the re would hare been no occasion 
to increase the rate of taxation thirty per 
cent, in addition to the high assessment. 
The time to remedy these grievances 
will conic at the municipal election next, 
spring. Suppose the State and county 
authorities should conclude to adopt the 
iity assessor's valuation, liow would the 
people like that ? 
And yet, if, as the 


says, "the laud hasuotbeen asses- 


sed at fancy prices but iu accordance 
withits real worth estimated in a common 
sense business-like way," it is the duty 
of the Towuship Assessor to make, his 
values correspond with those of the City 
\ssessor. 


IN its criticisms of tlie Pulice anil Fire 


departments, the TniBUSE has had no 
riends to reward, no enemies to ptmish.

in the case of the Chinawomen who ar- 
rived per tlie last Chitui steamer and 
were detained by the Commissioners of 
Immigration in compliance with a sec- 
tion of the code which prohibits the 
lauding of foreigners who arc afllictecl 
with certain 
infirmities, as well as 


lewd women. 
It will be remembered 


that their case was determined by the 
Supremo Court of the State, tlie validity 
of the law Vicing sustained. 
The matter 


was then taken before Judge Field of the 
Supreme Court of the United States up- 
on a writ of liabi'titt corpus. 
Judge 


Field declares the law to be invalid and 
a direct infringement of (lie exclusive 
rights of Congress. Tlie decision is fur- 
cible, fearless and logical. 
It. is free 


from prejudice and presents the ques- 
tions involved in a clear and comprehen- 
sive manner. The Judge administers a 
mild rebuke tn such howling dema- 
gogues as Henry George of the l'n«!. and 
those weak-kneed Judges of tlio Califor- 
nia Courts who pander to the passions 
and prejudices of a piprtiun of the popu- 
lace, and prostitute their opinions as 
these women are expected t< > their bodies. 
-Says Field: 


This State cannot exclude the women 


nor accomplish the same end by attribut- 
ing to them a possible violation of tho 
laws of the State. It is certainly desir- 
able that all lewduess, especially when i 
it takes the form of prostitution, should 
be suppressed, and that the most strin- 
gent measures to accomplish that end 
should be adopted. But I have little 
respect for that Pecksniffian virtue which 
is shocked when a frail child of China is 
landed on our shores, and yet allows the 
bedizened and painted harlots of other 
countries to parade our streets asad open 
their hells in broad day without moles- 
tation and without censure." 


There arc a certain class of people 


who imagine that the very foundation 
principles of the United States Govern- 
ment are to be torn up to gratiriy their 
personal dislikee for the Chinaman. 
Much as the presence of the Chinese 
may be deprecated it is difficult to find a 
legal way to prevent their immigration. 
Any law Congress could make would 
have to be general in its application, and 
if our doors are closed upon one people 
they must not be o pened to any. 
It 


is probable that the full bench of the 
United States Supreme court will pass 
upon this Chinese woman case before it 
is detiuitclv settled.

In view of the Teachers Institute, the 


following article from an exchange may 
not he out of place. It is intended most- 
ly for parents in general, but as many 
school teachers have familes, aud as thei.r 
influence as teachers is general iu its.
